vs ynto his churchif it be his God pleaſure,or giue vs exceding fay chful lacs and be euery 


way comfortable ynto the ſiſter and wife of the dead 
+I meane vnto my beloued M. Barrowe and M. Greenwoode home I moſt hartly 


ſalute , and deſire much to be comforted in theyt God whoe by his blesſinges from aboue, 
wil counteruayle vnto them, the want of ſoe notable a broher and hutband . I would wiſh 
you eatneſtly to write, yea to ſend if you may to comforte the brethren in the weſt , and 
North countreys, that they faint not in theſe troubles, an4, that alſoe you may have of 
theyr aduiſeandthey of youres hat to doe in theſe deſolate times. and if you thinke it a- 
ny thing for theyr further comfott and direction ſend them conuenientlie a copy of this my 
letter, and of the declaration of my fajth, and alegiance wiſhinge them before whom- 
ſoever they be called that rheyr owne mouthes, be not had a witneſſe — them in 
any thnge: yea I would wiſhy ou aud them to be together if you may wherherſocuer you 
ſhalbe banifhed and to this purpoſe to bethinke you before hand where to be yea to ſend 
ome whoe may be meet to prepare you ſome reſting place, & be al of vou aſſured that he 
whoeis your god in England, wilbe yourGod in any land vnder the whole heaven for the 
earth, and the fulnes thereof are his, and bleſſed are they that for his cauſe ate be teaued of a 
ny parte of the ſame! Finally mybrethren the eternall God bleſſe you, and youres , that I 
may meete with you all vnto my comfort in the bleſſed kingdome of heauen, Thus haujng 
from my hatte and, with teares performed ( it may be) my laſt duetje towardes you in this 
life I ſalute you all inthe Lorde both men and womẽ, even thoſe whoel have not named, 
as hartelic as thoſe whoſe names I haue mentioned, [for all your names I knowe not] And 
remember to ſtand ſteedfaſt, and faithfull in leſus Chriſt, as you hau> received him vnto 
your immortality : And he conferme and eſtabliſh you tothe ende for the praiſe of his glo 
ry, Amen.
